But God be thanked, that while 
emancipation is going on well, the unscemly col- 
onization which the President was in- 
duced to hitch on to his plan, has proved a failure.

About a year and «a half ago, an official of the 
colonization society in New York remarked to 
me, with an appearance of satisfaction, that there 
was no doubt that the government would appro- 
priate a large amount of money for colonization 
purposes. But as | said, thank God, it has failed. 
It is now evident that the country has no colored 
men to spare to people foreign countries ; and 
no money to spare for expatriating them. The 
old colonization scheme has been buried so deep, 





that a century will not give it a resurrection. 
Spirit of patriotism —Faith in God. 


Lastly, We should remember that emancipa- 
tion was resorted to, as a purely military necessi- 
ty imposed upon this Government in the Provi- 
dence of an alwise God. The President has no 
alternative but to fall into the powerfal eurrent 
of events which God had put in motion. 

This view of the subject is essential to the cul- 
tivation of a true and lofty spirit of patriotism. 
A true patriot must always feel that he owns and 





contends for property which God gave him, 
whether it he life, or liberty, or the pursuit of 
happiness. [js greatest strength will 
firm conviction that God is transacting his busi- 
ness, 80 to speak ; even though he be called to 
pass through bitter waters of adversity, he feels 
that God has not undertaken for him in vain. 

When the hand of God is with us, we are 
strong, and when he shows us his will, in regard 
to our duties, we should be in earnest to do it.

A terrible contingency. 


An intelligent view of the history of God’s 
providential dealings with slavery, leaves no room 
to doubt that its doom is sealed in this country ; 
but let us not forget that there is yet a terrible 
contingency before us. We may have to face, in 
the field, an army of our own colored brethren of 
the South! Already it is known that the southern 
commanders have made use of slaves in battle. 





And already it is rumored that the Confederate 


Government thinks seriously of arming the slaves 
as a retaliative military necessity. It is admitted, 
that from 1,750,000 to 2,000,000 out of the 4,000,- 
000 of the slaves are yet in the possession of the 
rebels ; of this number they can spare for arms 
at least 300,000 able bodied men. These men 
armed and so used, certainly cannot be expected 
to exercise any more liberty of choice than the 
poor white union men. So that if those men re- 
main beyond our reach, and are armed and com- 
manded by the Confederates to fight us, they will 
be obliged to do so. If we take them prisoners, 
I suppose they will haye to be exchanged as 
others. If they desert and come to us, the case 
will be diiferent. It is presumed they will do so, 
when the opportunity presents itself—but, how 
much mischief they may tie compelled to do, in 
the*meantime, it is impossible to foresee. 

in my opinion, nothing *s more likely to take 
placeunder French influence, than this arming of 
the slaves hy the rebels wit), the promise of free- 
dom. It would be but a reproduction of the 
French plan in St. Domingo in 1794, to be fol- 
lowed by the same treachery by the Confederates, 
should they use the slaves successfully. 
L have no doubt that Louis Napoleon is advis- 
ing Jeff. Davis to this plan Every weeks’ delay 
in crushing out this rebellion increases the dan- 
ger that the slaves may be brought into the field 
against us. Ll confess lam not of the number of 
those who covet such an event, with the expecta- 
tion that the slaves would come to us en masse. 
It is not to be expected that, in the event of the 
rebels arming the slaves they would neglect also 
to present them with every possible allurement 
to fight hard; and at the same time, to surround 
them with every imaginable obstacle to their 
desertion. On our side, the only wise and safe 
course is to press rapidly into the heart of the 
slave country, and work out the problem of the 
Proclamation of freedom. We must prove to the 
slaves that we have both the will and the power 
to give ellect to the proclamation, and that it is 
not a mere sound, reaching their ears, upon the 
wings of the wind 
lies, 


llere is where our danger 
The President is right. The proclamation 
is the word of God's holy Providence, so to speak; 
but the great North is slow to repent of slavery. 
There is yet a great deal of wicked, angry, and 
unrighteous feeling in the heart of the Northern 
people. It may be that God intends to use the 
sword as a lance to bieed the whole nation, until 
she begins to faint, for very loss of blood, and then 
to swathe ap the opened vein, and apply restora- 
tives, 

Let us, then, not flatter ourselves that we shall 
escape. Let us not be decieved by those who 
would persuade us that there is any destiny for 
us, as an integral part of this American nation, 
If the 
slaves are brought into the field by the Confeder- 
tes, it will be a sad and awful day for us

Conclusions. 
We conclude, then, that those who, in the late 
riots undertook to expel by murder, fire, and per- 
secution, the colored people for the aceomplish-

We have presented 
proot suflicient to indict houses where rioters as- 
sembled. We bave named men who hired idle 
boys to throw stones at colored men, and offered 
to prove it. The hand of the ruffian has done its 
work, in sending to the bar of God, a number of 
swilt witnesses against the perpetrators of the 
deeds of July, 1863. The better class of people 
of New York city would doubtless feel relief, 
could these departed spirits be called back to 
their earthly homes, and their testimony, now 
recorded on the book of God against the bloody 
city, be erased. But as now, no power can restore 
those valuable members of society, so the full 
history of the riot must stand in all its painful 
bearings. 


The loss of lite and property make only a small 
part of the damage. The breaking up of families; 
and business relations just beginning to prosper ; 
the blasting of hopes just dawning; the loss of 
precious harvest time which will never again re- 
turn; the feeling of insecurity engendered ; the 
confidence destroyed ; the reaction; and lastly, 
the gross insult offered to our character as a peo- 
ple, sum up a weight of injary which ean only be 
realized by the most enlightened and sensitive 
minds among us. 


The injury extends to our churches, schools, 
societies for mutual aid 4nd improvement, as well 
And 
amidst the most honest, trustworthy, useful, labor- 
ious, pious, and respected none have suffered more 
than the sisters of the laundry. These excellent 
women are the support of our churches, ministers, 
and the encouragement of our school teachers. 
In these worthy women,New York landlords have 
found their best tenants. Many of them are the 
only support of orphan children. Many of them, 
the wives of absent seamen, and some of coasting 
men, and others who are absent during the week, 
but spend their Sabbaths in the city. The nature 
of the business of these women is such, that they 
are entrusted by their customers with large quan- 
tities of valuable clothing, from Monday morning 
until Saturday evening,when they are expected to 
return them, to a piece, in perfect order. The at- 
tack made upon the houses of the colored people 
has had the effect to render it extra hazardous to 
have valuable articles in their houses in trust, as 
anything found in their houses by rioters would 
be looked upon as common plunder. 


as to the various branches of industry. 


The pretense, therefore, that there was no in- 
tention, on the part of the rioters, to injure our 
women, is false. The severest blow was aimed 





at them. 


There was not only an attempt to murder, 
en masse, their only male protectors, but it was the 
design of the rioters also to render their homes 
dangerous and insecure, both for life and business. 
For all the purposes, therefore, of social, civil, 
and religious enjoyment, and right, we hold New 
York solemnly bound to insure us, as citizens, per- 
manent security in our homes. Relief, and dam- 
age money, is well enough. But it cannot atone. 
fully, for evils done by riots. It cannot bring 
back our murdered dead. It cannot remove the 
insults we feel ; and finally, it gives no proof that 
the people have really changed their minds for 
the better, towards us. 

During the late riots, my wife, and other lone 
females in the same tenement house, were repeat- 
edly annoyed and threatened with mob law and 
violence. When there was not a man about the 
house, by night or by day, the rioters prowled 
about, watching for the return of absent marked 
victims. Failing to secure those, the defencelese 
women were repeatedly ordered, or mobishly ad- 
vised to leave the house, and told that they “must 
not be seen to carry a parcel away in their hands!” 
Such was the treatment which our females re- 
ceived at the hands of the New York mobites. in 
the absence of their male protectors,which leaves 
no manner of doubt that a part of the hellish 
scheme was to mob and otherwise maltreat our 
women. Read this, and judge of its design :

SAN DOMINGO. 


(from the Daily Chronicle, Eng.) 
Few places in the world have undergone more 
vicissitudes of fortune than Hispari la, or Little 
Spain, one of the Great Antilles, or larger islands, 
of the West lodian archipelago. ‘Transformed in 
to a colony of Spain, soon atter its discovery by 
Columbus in 1493, it subsequently became, upon 
being converted into a desert by the tyranny of 
its European masters, the stronghold of the 
scourges of the sea. Fearing the vengeance of 
the Spaniards, the buccaneers at length submitted 
themselves to Louis XIV., and the western di 
tricts of the island became in this way @ possession 
of France. At the beginning of the present cer 
tury, Touissant L’Vuverture succeeded in e3 pell 
ing the French and inaugurating a black republic 
Although the patriot was treacherously delivered 
over lo tue power of Bonaparte, the negroes ral 
lied under Dessalines, when the French wer 
aguin expelled, and the republic of Uayti wa 
established. At the death of Dessalines. who was 
murdered because of his over-ambition the repul 
lic was split up into two republics—a negro re 
public under Cliristophe oceupyiog the northe: 
coast, and a mulatto republic, under Vetion.takin 
possession of the pl tins about the E iy of (ronaves 
The usual result followed. The two bantam ré 
publics were always ruiiling their feathers, and 
declaring war upon each other, ou the most frivi 
lous pretences. In this way miattters continued 
until 1820, when Christophe having killed bins!

Taking advantags 
of the weakness and dissensions of the Haytian 
Government, the inhabitants of Spanish [fis 
panivla declared themsely es independent, in 1844 
under the title of the Dominican Republic 

The independence of the Republic was formal!s 
recognised by Great Britain in 1850, by Spain i: 
1855, and subsequently by most of the other Pow 
ers. About three years ago, however, the Repub 
lic of San Domingo was given up to Spain by a 
act of treachery which has never bee

Wherever Santana and his new 
friends proceeded, patriots were arrest d by hun 
dreds and executed by dozens. “ The soldiers had 
orders to fire upon every group of more than two 
persons after sunset ; and, in their turn, the so} 

diers were shot down, all over the country, when 
they appeared unsupported by numbers.” While 
deplormg the buicheries alleged to have been 
committed by the rebels in the present outbreak, 
we must not forget who first set the example. It 
would have been a graceful act of concession it 
Spain, seeing how resolutely the negroes were 
determined to oppose the annexation, had aban 
doned the nefarious project. She had been told 
before proceeding to extremities, that the colony 
would require not less than 20,000 Spanish sol 

diers for the preservation of public tranquility, 
and at least ten years to become an orderly and 
contented part of the empire of Spain. Yet, in 
the teeth of events which went direetly to confirm 
the truth of these impressions, ‘ue Spaniards con 

tinued the work of devastation. But retribution 
was at hand. The summer heats came, and the 
native leaders crossing into the friendly territory 
of Hayti, committed their cause to the death 
dealing effects of the clim.te. The foreign troops 
sickened and died by hundreds, and the destroy 

ing angel struck down the officers by scores. In 
the midst of th.» panic the suspicion gained ground 
tuat the wells were poisoned, and the hate with 
which the black- were regarded by their . .uropean 
foes deepened into mania. Foiled at St. -mingo, 
Spain next turned epou the Government uf t'ayul, 
whom she accused « ‘ aiding and abetting (he in-

ings of the populace, by retaining General Santana 
at the head of the Spanish forces, the very man 
by whose duplicity the insurrectionary movement

: Vengeance upon the creatures who betrayed them, 
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riotic forces well nigh invincible’

city of San Domingo 1s virtually in the possession 
of the native forces. Such is, in brief, the sub- 
stance of the latest advices from the West Indies. 
The cause which Spain is supporting in the pres- 
ent war is utterly indefensible, and as she ae 
longer be ignorant of the hosiile feelings 0 "0 
Dominicans, the best policy she could fae 
would be to abandon the island altogether. It, 
however, she persists in intruding sepa = 
she can only hope to rule by force, 8 he a me ad 
up her mind to lose the sympathies of Europe 
and to provoke endless reprisals.

There seems uo end to the delusions, the false- 
hoods, the impieties, of which the Nation and the 
Government are even still in danger of being 
made the victims. A year ago, the proclamation 
of freedom was derided, because, it was said, the 
rebels held possession of the slave region, and we 
had no military power to enforce it. Our milita- 
ry successes in 1863 have been such that Gov. 
Seymour, in his Message, denounces the enforec- 
ment of the Proclamation, on the ground that its 
original pretext, the 


‘“‘ynilitary necessity” no 


longer exists! Whether successful or unsuecess- 
ful, therefore, we are to be held perpetually un- 
der the heel of the slave Power, unless the nation 
and its Government can be imbued with the pria- 
ciples and the spirit of radical abolitionism.
